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These notes are dictated on my 
portable dictating machine at 
Caldwell, Idaho, Sunday afternoon, 
9:30, November 13. It has been 
a blessed eight days of revival. In 
a few minutes I will be going to 
the evening service which starts 
at.7:00 o'clock, beeause we must 
drive forty miles and catch a plane 
at 9:55 p.m. at Boise, Idaho. 

Dr. Grant Hendrickson is pastor 
of the First Baptist Church here 
where I am preaching. This is his 
first pastorate after graduating 
from Bob Jones University, get- 
ting graduate work and teaching 
there. He has a Ph. D. degree, is 
an out-and-out fundamentalist, 
and is respected and loved by his 
Conservative Baptist Brethren 
widespread, and by pastors and 
people in this valley. We have had 
good co-operation from pastors 
and churches and with attendance 
coming from Boise, from Nampa, 
Wilder, and other cities and towns 
throughout this valley. I have 
stayed in the home with Dr. and 
Mrs. Hendrickson, and the young 
couple have treated me royally, 
the fellowship has been sweet. 
And we worked very hard. 


Old-Time Revival Blessings 
It is true that eight days 
not Jong enough for the kind of re- 
vivals we need, with deep plow- 
ing and pulling stumps, arousing 
widespread conscience against sin, 
and bringing a moral revolution 
among the people. The kind of re- 
vival we need will include a great 
deal of house cleaning among 
Christians, the starting of family 
altars, the deepening of the pray- 
er life, confessing and forsaking 
worldliness, and setting out to do 
honest day-by-day personal soul 
winning. But in these eight days 
we have seen much real blessing. 

In the first place, there has been 
a genuine’ revival affiong many 
Christians. Great numbers have 
taken holy vows about the family 
altar and the home life. Many 
have set out to try to win souls. 
There has been a widespread in- 
terest and attendance among col- 
lege young people (the college of 
Idaho is here, a Presbyterian col- 
lege) and among high school young 
people and others, and we have 
dealt honestly with fine crowds on 
matters of worldliness, the dance, 
the movies, promiscuous necking 
and petting, as well as with the 
matters of Bible study, prayer, and 
soul winning. 

We have had a number of peo- 
ple saved. Praise the Lord! Last 
night I preached on “The Scarlet 
Sin’’—how God hates it, the roads 
that lead to it, its results, and 
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Christ as the remedy. The house 
was packed. Eight or ten came 
forward to claim Christ as Sav- 
iour. Before that many, many oth- 
‘Ts raised their hands to confess 
worldliness and make new vows 
nd a new start for Christ. There 
were some wonderfully happy con- 
versions. We were late getting 
away from the church building. 


This morning (Sunday morning) 
five came forward to claim Christ. 
There was a man and wife whose 
two daughters had been saved and 
another daughter now saved re- 
joiced greatly at the conversion 
of their father and mother. An-| 
other young couple came forward, 
the man coming as a backslider 
and the young woman coming to 
claim the Saviour openly. A teen- 
age. girl came with many tears. 
She attends a modernistic church. 
She has been told the Bible is not | 
reliable, that Christ is not the Son | 
of God. But God convicted her of | 
her sins and she felt such a.need. 
of the Saviour. It was a great joy | 
to talk to her and lead her, as [| 
believe, into the peace of the Sav- | 
iour. 

This afternoon there was a mass 
meeting at the First Christian | 
Church. I suppose there were 450 | 
or 500 people from ali over this | 
area. People were kind and there | 
was loyal hearing. As I shook | 
hands with the people at the close, 
two girls came by to see me, one 
thirteen and the other fifteen, and 
both were wonderfully saved, 
trusting the Lord with many tears. 

Tonight I believe we will have 
many saved. I speak tonight, God 
willing, on “Missing God's Last 
Train for Heaven,” from that mov- 
ing text, Jeremiah 8:20, “The har- 
vest is past, the summer is end- 
ed, and we are not saved.” 

My heart so burns within me, I 
think I must spend more’ time in 
revivals. So I have accepted some 
other revival invitations for the 
future and will -take more. And 
I think I shall let an advance man 
help to prepare some union city- 
wide campaigns and town-wide 
campaigns for me. The heavy du- 
ties of THe Sworp and the con- 
ferences with preachers and Chris- 
tian workers are of tremendous 
importance, but somebody must 
set a pattern again for revivals 
that do not compromise, revivals 
that change things, revivals that 
rebuke sin and demand repentance 
and a moral revolution, revivals 
that really bring changes among 
the people of God and that reach 
hardened sinners. I have accepted 
an invitation in Norfolk, Virginia, 
with a brother in February. I 
cannot accept nearly all the invi- 
tations I receive, but I feel I must 
spend some of my time in blessed 
revivals.

and that instead of giving gifts 
to each other, we should rather 
give only gifts to missions, to the 
church, etc. 

I find it difficult to go along 
with that kind of teaching for 
several reasons. In the first place, 
Christmas at our house is not a 
pagan holiday (and I doubt that 
it ever was in history, for that 
matter!) In the second place, if 
you have little children you know 
that they learn the joy of giving 
by experiencing the joy of receiv- 
ing. How foolish it seems to be, 
to dampen the joy of Christmas- 
time by making it a solemn oc- 
casion without laughter and fun, 
without surprises and gifts, with- 
out decorations and Christ-cen- 
tered celebration. Who has a bet- 
ter right to celebrate the birth 
of Christ than those who really 
know Him and serve Him? 

My husband and I both come 
from such large families that our 
Christmas planning usually in- 
volves dozens of gifts. What fun 
we have trying to find out what 
each one wants and needs! We 
nearly always try to make at least 
some of our gifts—partly because 
it saves money and partly because 
there is a certain special joy in 
giving and receiving “homemade” 
presents. 

One of my favorite gifts to make 
is a candy wreath, especially ap- 
propriate when you want some- 
thing suitable for an entire fam- 
ily. The cost of the wreath will 
depend, of coursé, on the size of 
the wreath and the amount of 
candy used. The materials needed 
florists’ tape or any

pounds of wrapped hard candies. 
The candy can be bought already 
wrapped or you can buy cheaper 


hard candies and wrap them your- 


self in colored cellophane. The 
more variety in the candy, the 
more exciting the wreath. Here’s 
how you make it: 


1. Take a good strong clothes 
hanger and bend the frame to 
form a circle. (For a smaller

When 
the circle is completely filled with 
candy fasten the end of tape or 
wire securely to the hanger. 
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3. Tie a big ribbon bow right 
beneath the hook of the hanger 
with long streamers.

scissors to the end of one of the 
streamers. The scissors are used 
to snip each piece of candy from 
the wreath as it is chosen by 
children or guests. You'll find that 
quite a bit of the candy can disap- 
pear before the appearance of the 
wreath is spoiled. 

Besides being fun to eat, the 
wreath is really beautiful hung on 
the front door (for postman, pa- 
perboy and guests to sample), in 
the window or from the mantel- 
piece and can be enjoyed by the 
whole family. 

One of the nicest gifts I ever 
received was a jar of “four sea- 
sons” preserves from a wonder- 
ful lady in Davenport, lowa. 
Throughout the year she made a 
small bateh of preserves from 
whatever fruit was in season and 
then finally cooked them all to- 
gether to make one of the most 
delicious and unique preserves I've 
ever tasted. Besides being good, 
it became quite a conversation 
piece at the table when company 
was present! 

On another occasion we received 
several small cellophane-wrapped 
loaves of nut and date bread which 
had been baked in frozen orange 
juice cans! Included in the pack- 
age was the recipe typed on a fil- 
ing card. 

Gifts don’t have to cost much 
money. Sometimes just a letter 
written to some lonely person far 
away would be the loveliesf gift you 
could give. Snapshots of children 
(both family and friends) are al- 
ways treasured in our house. My 
sisters and I sometimes exchange 
slips and cuttings from some of 
our favorite plants.

It seems that before Houdini 
died, he made a pact with an as- 
sociate and friend, Joseph Dun- 
ninger, to the effect that which- 
ever one left this life first should 
try to communicate with the oth- 
er. Houdini fixed up a three-part, 
ten-word secret code. If any 
“spiritualist” was able to contact 
the dead one, they could give that 
code to the remaining living one. 
This is why Dunninger, a profes- 
sional magician and mind reader, 
since he survived Houdini, has of- 
fered $10,000 to anyone contacting 
Houdini and getting the proper 
message. 

When Rose and Elizabeth tele- 
phoned their report to Dunninger, 
he asked them what the message 
they received meant. The ladies 
replied, “Houdini said to tell Dun- 
ninger, hed know.” But Dun- 
ninger didn’t know; the message 
was not the message in the code. 
Harry Houdini had won another 
round in his hobby of exposing 
“spiritualist” fakes 34 years after 
his death. 

Suffice it to say that there is 
nothing spiritual about “spiritual- 
ism.” It is soundly rebuked in the 
Word of God and Jehovah fre- 
quently ordered the death penalty 
for those found guilty of dabbling 
in it. See Deuteronomy 18:9-14 for 
an illustration of His holy hatred 
of such wicked practices. 

Dunninger succinctly summed 
up his own personal] disbelief in

Let us admire the amazing con- 
descension of the Son of God. 
The Heir of all things not only 
took our nature upon Him, but 
took it in the most humbling form 
in which it could have been as- 
sumed. It would have been con- 
descension to come on earth as 
a king and reign, It was a miracle 
of mercy passing our comprehen- 
sion to come on earth as a poor 
man, to be despised, and suffer, 
and die. Let His love constrain us 
to live not to ourselves, but to 
Him. Let His example daily bring 
home to our conscience the precept 
of Scripture: “Mind not high 
things, but condescend to men of 
low estate” (Rom. 12:16). 


2. The High Privilege of the 
Virgin Mary 
We should notice, in the second 
place, the high privilege of the 
Virgin Mary. The language which 
the Angel Gabriel addresses to her 


is. very remarkable. He calls her. 


“highly favoured.” He tells her 
that “the Lord’ is with her.” He 
says to her, “Blessed art thou 
among women.” 

It is a well-known fact that the 


| Roman Catholic Church pays an 


honour. to the Virgin. Mary, hard- 


ly inferior to that which it pays to 


her blessed Son, She is formally 
declared by the Roman Catholic 
Church to have been “conceived 
without sin.” She is held up to 


Roman Catholics as an object of | 


worship, and prayed to as a media- 


tor between God and man, no less | 
powerful than Christ Himself. For | 


all this, be it remembered, there 
is not the slightest warrant in 
Scripture. There is no warrant in 
the verses before us now. There 
is no warrant in any other part 
of God’s Word. 

But while we say this, we must 
in fairness admit that no woman 
was ever so highly honoured as 
the mother of our Lord. It is evi- 
dent that one woman only out of 
the countless millions of the hu- 
man race could be the means 
whereby God could be “manifest 
in the flesh,” and the Virgin Mary 
had the mighty privilege of being 
that one. By one woman, sin and 
death were brought into the world 
at the beginning. By the child- 
bearing of one woman, life and 
immortality were brought to light 
when Christ was born. No wonder 
that this one woman was called 
“highly favoured” and “blessed.” 

One thing in connection with 
this subject should never be for- 
gotten by Christians. There is a 


-/ relationship to Christ within reach 


of us all, a relationship far near- 
er than that of flesh and blood, 
a relationship which belongs to all 
who repent and believe. “Whoso- 
ever shall do the will of God,” says 
Jesus, “the same is my brother, 
and sister, and mother.” “Blessed 
is the womb that bare thee,” was 
the saying of a woman one day. 
But what was the reply? “Yea 
rather, blessed are they that hear 
the word of God, and keep it” 
(Mark 3:35; Luke 11:27). — 


3. Mary’s Glorious Testimony 
, to the Lord Jesus 


We should notice, finally, in 
these verses the glorious account 
of our Lord Jesus Christ which 
the angel gives to Mary. Every 
part of the account is full of deep 


meaning, and deserves close at- 
tention. 
Jesus “shall be great,” says 


Gabriel. Of His greatness we know 
something already. He has brought 
in a great salvation. He has shown 
Himself a Prophet greater than 
Moses. He is a great High Priest. 
And He shall be greater still when 
He shall be owned as a King. 
Jesus “shall be called the Son

with the encouragement and promises 
of God’s eternal Word 


of the Highest,” says Gabriel. He 
was so before He came into the 
world. Equal to the Father in all 
things, He was from all eternity 
the Son of God. But He was to be 
known and acknowledged as such 
by the Church. The Messiah was 
to be recognized and worshipped 
as nothing less than very God. 

“The Lord God shall give unto 
him the throne of his father Da- 
vid,” says Gabriel, “and he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever.” The literal fulfillment of 
this part of the promise is yet to 
come. Israel is yet to be gathered. 
The Jews are yet to be restored to 
their own land and to look to Him 
whom they once pierced as their 
King and their God. Though the 
accomplishment of this prediction 
tarry, we may confidently wait for 
it. It shall surely come one day 
and not tarry (Hab. 2:3). 

Finally, says Gabriel, “Of the 
kingdom of Jesus there shall be 
no end.” Before His glorious king- 
dom the empires of this world 
shall one day go down and pass 
away. Like Nineveh and Babylon, 
and Egypt and Tyre and Carth- 
age they shall all come to nothing 
one day, and the saints of the most 
high shall take the kingdom. Be- 
fore Jesus every knee shall one 
day bow, and every tongue con- 
fess that He is Lord. His kingdom 
alone shall prove an everlasting 
kingdom, and His dominion that 
which shall not pass away (Dan. 
7:14, 27). 

The true Christian should often 
dwell on this glorious promise and 
take comfort in its contents. He 
has no cause to be ashamed of his 
Master. Poor and despised as he 
may often be for the Gospel’s 
sake, he may feel assured that he 
is on the conquering side. The 
kingdoms of this world shall yet 
become the kingdoms of Christ. 
Yet a little time and He that shall 
come will come, and will not tar- 
ry (Heb. 10:37). For that blessed 
day let us patiently wait and 
watch and pray.-Now is the time 
for carrying the cross, and for 
fellowship with Christ’s sufferings. 
The day draws near when Christ 
shall take His great power and 
reign; and when all who have 
served Him faithfully shall ex- 
change a cross for a crown, 

See verses 32, 33: 

[Throne of David—Reign over the 
house of Jacob.] Let us beware of 
spiritualizing away the full meaning of 
these words. The ‘‘house of Jacob” 
does not mean all Christians. The 
“throne of David’’ does not mean the 
office of a Saviour to all Gentile be- 
lievers. The words will yet receive a 
literal fulfillment, when the Lord Jesus 
comes the second time, and the Jews 
are converted. The promise of Gabriel 
is parallel with—Jeremiah 30:9. The 
kingdom of which he speaks is the 
glorious kingdom foretold in Daniel 
7:27. before which all other kingdoms 


are finally to be overthrown at Christ’s 
second coming. 


Mary and Angel Gabriel 


34 Then said Mary unto the 
angel, How shall this be, see- 
ing I know not a man? 

35 And the angel answered 
and said unto her, The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, 
and the power of the Highest 
shall overshadow thee: there- 
fore also that holy thing 
which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God. 

36 And, behold, thy cousin 
Elisabeth, she hath also con- 
ceived a son in her old age: 
and this is the sixth month 
with-her, who was called bar- 
ren.

The Incarnation Reverently 
Told 
Let us mark in these verses the 
reverent and discreet manner in 
which the Angel Gabriel speaks 


of the great mystery of Christ’s 


flesh,” and that when the Son 
of God came into the world, a real 
“body was prepared for him,” so 
that He “took part of our flesh 
and blood,” and was “made of a 
woman” (John 1:14; Heb. 10:5; 
Heb, 2:14; Gal. 4:4). 

Here we must stop. The manner 
in which all this was effected is 
wisely hidden from us. If we at- 
tempt to pry beyond this point, we 
shall but darken counsel by words 
without knowledge, and rush in 
where angels fear to tread. In a 
religion which really comes down 
from Heaven there must needs be 
mysteries. Of such mysteries in 
Christianity, the incarnation is 
one, 


Jesus Conceived of the 
Holy Ghost 

Let us mark, in the second 
place, the prominent place as- 
signed to the Holy Ghost im the 
great mystery of the mocarnation. 
We find it written, “The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee.” 

An intelligent reader of the Bi- 
ble will probably not fail to re- 
member that the honour here giv- 
en to the Spirit is in precise har- 
mony with the teaching of Scrip- 
ture in other places. In every step 
of the great work of man’s re- 
demption we shall find special 
mention of the work of the Holy 
Ghost. Did Jesus die to make 
atonement for our sins? It is writ- 
ten that “through the eternal 
Spirit he offered himself without 
spot to God” (Heb. 9:14). Did He 
rise again for our justification? 
It is written that He “was quick- 
ened by the Spirit” (I Pet. 3:18). 
Does He supply His disciples with 
comfort between the time of His 
first and second advent? It is writ- 
ten that the Comforter, whom He 
promised to send is “the Spirit of 
truth” (John 14:17). 

Let us take heed that we give 
the Holy Ghost the same place in 
our personal religion which we find 
Him occupying in God’s Word. Let 
us remember that all that believ- 
ers have, and are, and enjoy un- 
der the Gospel, they owe to the 
inward teaching of the Holy Spirit. 
The work of each of the three 
Persons of the Trinity is equally 
and entirely needful to the salva- 
tion of every saved soul. The elec- 
tion of God the Father, the blood 
of God the Son, and the sanctifi- 
cation of God the Spirit, ought 
never to be separated in our Chris- 
tianity. 


Nothing Impossible With God 


Let us mark, in the third place, 
the mighty principle which the 
Angel Gabriel lays down to silence 
all objections about the incarna- 
tion. “With God nothing shall be 
impossible.”’ 

A hearty reception of this great 
principle is of immense importance 
to our own inward peace. Ques- 
tions and doubts will often arise 
in men’s minds about many sub- 
jects in religion. They are the na- 
tural result of our fallen estate of 
soul.-Our faith at the best is very 
feeble. Our knowledge at its high- 
est is clouded with much infirmi- 
ty. And among many antidotes to 
a doubting, anxious, questioning 
state of mind, few will be found 
more useful than that before us 
now—a thorough conviction of the 
almighty power of God. With Him 
who called the world into being 
and formed it out of nothing, ev- 
erything is possible. Nothing is too 
hard for the Lord. 

There is no sin too black and 
bad to be pardoned. The blood of 
Christ cleanseth from all sin. 
There is no heart too hard and 
wicked to be changed. The heart 
of stone can be made a heat of 
flesh. There is no work too hard 
for a believer to do. We may do 
all things through Christ strength- 
ening us. There is no trial too hard 
to be borne. The grace of God is 
sufficient for us. There is no prom- 
ise too great to be fulfilled. 
Christ’s words never pass away, 
and what He has promised He is 


mountain shall become a plain. 

Let principles like these be con- 
tinually before our minds. The 
angel’s receipt is an invaluable 
remedy. Faith never rests so calm- 
ly and peacefully as when it lays 
its head on the pillow of God's 
omnipotence.

She 
says to the angel, “Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord; be it unto 
me according to thy word.”

jections. She accepts the honour: 
laid upon her with ali its attendant 


perils and inconveniences. “Be- 
hold,” she says, “the handmaid of 
the Lord.” 


Let us seek in our daily practical 
Christianity to exercise the same 
blessed spirit of faith which we 
see here in the Virgin Mary. Let 
us be willing to go anywhere, and 
do anything, and be anything, 
whatever be the present and im- 
mediate inconvenience, so long as 
God’s will is clear and the path of 
duty is plain. The words of good 
Bishop Hall on this passage are 
worth remembering. “All disputa- 
tions with God after His will is 
known, arise from infidelity. There 
is not a more noble proof of faith 
than to captivate all the powers of 
our understanding and will to our 
Creator, and without all question- 
ings to go blindfold whither He 
will lead us.” 

Note On Verse 36: 

[Behold thy cousin Elisabeth.]/ We 
should mark how graciously the angel 
helps the faith of the Virgin Mary by 
telling her of a fact which may serve to 
assist her in receiving his message. 
This is the manner of God’s dealings. 
He knows our weakness. It is like our 
Lord calling. for meat, and eating of a 
broiled fish and honey-comb, to satisfy 
His disciples of the material reality of 
His risen body.

with God’s loving provision, be- 
tween Elim and Sinai “the whole 
congregation of the children of 
Israel murmured against Moses 
and Aaron in the wilderness.” 
They said, “Would to God we had 
died by the hand of the Lord in 
the land of Egypt, when we sat 
by the flesh pots, and when we 
did eat bread to the full; for 
ye have brought us forth into this 
wilderness, to kill this whole as- 
sembly with hunger” (Exod. 16:2, 
3). 

And in the next chapter, ‘The 
people murmured against Moses, 
and said, Wherefore is this that 
thou hast brought us up out of 
Egypt, to kill us and our children 
and our cattle with thirst?” 
(Exod. 17:3). 

When Moses was on Mount 
Sinai forty days and forty nights 
getting the law from God,“... 
the people gathered themselves to- 
gether unto Aaron, and said unto 
him, Up, make us gods, which 


shall go before us; for as for this. 


Moses, the man that brought us 
up out of the land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him” 
(Exod. 32:1). So Aaron made the 
golden calf and they got drunk 
and danced naked about it and 
worshiped that idol. 


The weary, saddening story goes 
on in the book of Numbers, a 
record of complaining and mur- 
muring and unbelief. In Numbers 
11:1 we learn, “And when the 
people complained, it displeased 
the Lord: and the Lord heard it; 
and his anger was kindled; and 
the fire of the Lord burnt among 
them, and consumed them that 
were in the uttermost parts of the 
camp.” In the same chapter they 
complained of their food and said, 
“Who shall give us flesh to eat?”’ 
and they remembered the fish and 
cucumbers and melons and leeks 
and onions and garlic of Egypt. 
They were tired of the manna 
from Heaven! God sent them 
quails and a plague. 

Then Miriam and Aaron mur- 
mured against Moses. 

At Kadesh-barnea the people re- 
jected the report of Caleb and 
Joshua and, fearful and rebellious, 


threatened to stone Moses and to’ 


return to Egypt. They did not 
enter the land and God deter- 
mined to kill out all the men who 
had come out of Egypt, that their 
children, forty years later, should 
inherit Canaan. 

The wandering nation was 
brought back to Meribah where 
God had brought water out of the 
rock. “ .. . And they gathered 
themselves together against Moses 
and against Aaron. And the people 
chode with Moses, and spake, say- 
ing, Would God that we had died 
when our brethren died before 
the Lord!” (Num. 20:2, 3). God 
brought water from the rock 
again, as He had done before. 
But God was sick of the complain- 
ing and murmuring of the people. 

And now we come down to the 
text for today, the murmuring 
of the _people and the fiery ser- 
“Much people of Israel 
died.” 

Thirty-eight years, according to 
Ussher’s chronology, since Israel 
was brought out of Egypt, God 
has heard their complaining. Now 
comes again drastic punishment 
on an unbelieving, rebellious, un- 
grateful people! 


2. The Wickedness of 
Complaining 

In speaking of the sins of Israel 
in the wilderness God says, 
“Wherefore I was grieved with 
that generation, and said, They 
do always err in their heart; and 
they have not known my ways’ 
(Heb. 3:10). What was the na- 
ture of the sin of this people who 
always erred in their hearts? 

First, God calls’ it “an evil 
heart of unbelief” (Heb. 3:12). 
These people did not believe that 
God would keep His promise to 
lead them into a land flowing 
with milk and honey, a land where 
they would have an eternal in- 
heritance. Despite all the evid- 
ences, their hearts were so wicked 
that they gravitated naturally to- 
ward unbelief. They did not be- 
lieve in the goodness of God nor 
His promises, and that unbelief 
grew from wickedness in the 
heart. 

So surely complaining and dis- 
contentment today come from “an 
evil heart of unbelief.” Paul had. 


learned, even in jail, “in whatso- 
ever state I am, therewith to be 
content” (Phil. 4:11), because he 
loved the dear Lord and believed 
the Lord’s promises, and knew 
that all things worked together 
for good. So complaining and dis- 
contentment and murmuring with 
what God sends shows a wicked 
heart of unbelief. 


And the case of these Israelites, 
who did not believe God after 
miracle upon miracle, mercy upon 
mercy, provision and deliverance 
times without number, is an il- 
lustration of the fact that unbelief 
is not based upon the facts. No, 
unbelief comes from an evil heart 
of unbelief. We are told that “the 
fool hath said in his heart, There 
is no God” (Ps, 53:1). So unbelief 
comes from the heart, not from 
the head. Infidels are not made 
by scientific knowledge which 
they find to contradict the Bible; 
no, infidelity is made by sin in 
the heart. 

Their sin was also the sin of 
ingratitude as well as of unbelief. 
Millions of Christians in later 
generations have praised God for 
His wonderful deliverances of 
Israel, for bringing them out-of 
Egypt and through the Red Sea, 
for feeding them manna from 
Heaven forty years, and giving 
water out of the rock in the 
desert, and bringing them safely 
into the land of Canaan and de- 
livering them from all their ene- 
mies. But while these blessings 
were enjoyed day by day, there 
was an ever surging discontent, 
murmuring, complaining. 

New Testament Christians are 
commanded, “Do all things with- 
out murmurings and disputings” 
(Phil. 2:14). One of the greatest 
sins of Christians is ingratitude. 
A lack of praise to God for His 
mercies shows a wickedness of 
heart. Discontent, fret about the 
future, complaining of hardships 
—these are the marks of unbelief 
and ingratitude, the marks of one 
who does not delight in the Lord. 
There. are people who claim to 
be Christians who often eat a 
meal without thanking God. And 
in some homes where there is a 
little formal prayer there is often 
no real praise, no glad acknow- 
ledgment of God’s blessings. 

It is shocking to eat in a Chris- 
tian home and find that children 
say, “I do not like that,” about 
some good food, or find quarrel- 
some complaining about the food 
instead of praise to God and happy 
enjoyment. In traveling all over 
America, Mrs. Rice and I have 
felt it wise and proper to teach 
our children to enjoy the food 
specialties of the area in which we 
found ourselves. In Louisiana they 
were taught to enjoy the rice and 
sea food gumbo. In California it 
was swordfish and avocados. In 
Georgia and the Carolinas it was 
country ham and grits. In Phil- 
adelphia it was scrapple. In Bos- 
ton it was baked beans and cod- 
fish. In Maine it was lobsters. To 
encourage discontent and mur- 
muring about food among children 
is a sin. 

These wicked Israelites who 
were punished by the poison of 
fiery serpents had said, “Our soul 
loatheth this light bread.” They 
despised the manna from Heaven, 
angel’s food, perfect food! We are 
told, “For every creature of God 
is good, and nothing to be refused, 
if it be received with thanksgiv- 
ing” (I Tim. 4:4). Thanksgiving 
is a proper attitude toward the 
food God gives, toward the health 
God gives, and the clothes and the 
housing and the friends and job 
and furniture and car. Oh, the 
poison of Satan is in the heart 
that complains‘and murmurs and 
is not grateful! 

Gratitude of heart ought to 
make every Christian service a 
praise meeting. A Christian is 
commanded to “serve the Lord 
with gladness: come before his 
presence with singing . . . Enter 
into his gates with thanksgiving, 
and into his courts with praise: 
be thankful unto him, and bless 
his name” (Ps. 100:2, 4). 


3. The Curse of a Complaining 
Spirit 


It is suggestive that this com- 
plaining multitude was bit by 
fiery serpents, “and much people 
of Israel died.” There is poison 
for the body in a complaining 
spirit. We are told that “a merry 
heart doeth good like a medicine’”’ 
(Prov. 17:22). Surely a man will 
have better digestion if he de- 
lights in the food God has given, 


and if his heart is glad over the 


blessing. But fear, anger, worry, 
resentment build up poisons in the 
body. 

Let me here give credit to God 
for a great blessing He has given 
me. In these long years of labor 
for God, in preaching usually sev- 
eral times daily, and with tre- 
mendous mail, and with the editing 
of THE SworD OF THE LORD each 
week and with much travel, I 
have usually gone without vaca- 
tion. I have often worked eight or 
nine hours a day and then preached 
at night or have preached- three 
times a day and worked between 
times. But my heart has so en- 
joyed the preaching of the Gospel 
and all the work God has called 
me to do that I have been, al- 
most always, eager for the next 
day’s work and reluctant to leave 
the work at night! If people have 
urged me to go on a vacation, 
I wanted to take my work with 
me. I never wanted to go on a 
vacation where I could not preach. 
I wanted a dictating machine or 
secretary with me so I could write, 
and the splendid good health and 
strength that God has given me 
now up to my present age of sixty- 
four is a great mercy and blessing 
from God. But that blessing was 
not given without any relation to 
a happy, contented heart. My 
work, my days are happy. I be- 
lieve that had I been fretful and 
murmuring and complaining of 
my lot, I would not have been well 
and strong as I now am. 


Complaining and murmuring 
from an ungrateful and discon- 
tented heart are poison, both to 
the mind and body. And how they 
must grieve the dear Lord. 


4, The Complaining Was 
“Against God, and 
Against Moses” 


People who do not like God’s 
way do not like God’s minister, 
God’s man, The people who com- 
plained against God complained 
against Moses at the same time. 
When the people turned to idol- 
atry and had Aaron make the 
golden calf, they said, “Up, make 
us gods, which shall go before us; 
for as for this Moses, the man 
that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, we wot not what 
is become of him” (Exod, 32:1). 
They forsook God and Moses to- 
gether! And when Moses came 
down from the mountain top and 
had to bring punishment for God, 
he cried out, “Who is on the 
Lord’s side? let him come unto 
me” (Exod. 32:26). 

This is God’s plan that he who 
serves God must bear God’s re- 
proach. Cain hated God and the 
plan of salvation by an atoning 
sacrifice, and so Cain killed Abel. 
When Israel turned away from 
God to follow Jezebel and Ahab 
in serving Baal, Elijah had to run 
for his life. The same crowd who 
crucified Jesus stoned Stephen and 
had John beheaded, had Paul im- 
prisoned and eventually killed. The 
Herod who had his soldiers crown 
Jesus with plaited thorns and 
mock Him with a gorgeous robe 
had already beheaded John the 
Baptist. 

Today people who really do not 
like plain, sharp, powerful Bible 
preaching complain about evan- 
gelists that “I do not like his 
methods.” No, it is not the method 
but the message and power which 
offend. Those who grow soft on 
the matter.of the fundamentals 
of the Christian faith and do not 
want their modernist friends of- 


fended now learn to slander fund-|' 4 
amentalists who reprove moderism | @ 


and stand up for the virgin birth, 
the blood atonement, the deity 
and bodily resurrection of Christ. 
Those who want modernists on 
their platform and want to raise 
money for modernistic causes and 
send converts to unbelieving 


churches now say that fundamen-. 


talists are “Pharisees,” that they 
are “jealous,” or use any other 
epithet that will hide the fact 
that fundamentalists are standing 
up for Christ and the Bible, and 
that some provisions of the Bible 
are not pleasing to compromisers. 

The people “spake against God 
and against Moses.” Well, Moses 
knew that when he made his 
choice and “refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 
Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season; Esteeming the reproach 
of Christ greater riches than the 
treasures in Egypt” (Heb. 11:24- 
26). 

This world is against Christ. It 
ought to be against good Chris- 


tians, too. It is not now time for 
Christians to reign. It is a time 
for crosses, not crowns. And if 
we suffer with Christ now we 
shall reign with Him hereafter. 

But do not be surprised when 
a man who does not like plain 
Bible preaching slanders a preach- 
er or accuses him. 


ll. The Fiery Serpents Picture 
Satan and Sin’s Poison 


Snakes in the grass, biting, kill- 
ing: what do thy mean? 

It seems likely that the plague 
of the fiery serpents on the com- 
plaining Israelites was intended as 
the last cleaning out of those 
rebels whom God had promised to 
destroy before He led their chil- 
dren into the land of Canaan. 
Later we learn not one man re- 
mained to go into the land of 
Canaan who had come out of 
Egypt as an adult, excepting only 
Joshua and Caleb, the two faithful 
spies. 

But God had wise methods and 
holy purpose in letting men die 
by fiery serpents. The Bible is not 
like other books in its perfection. 
One of the marvels is that on 
nearly every page of the Bible is 
found some hint or picture of 
Christ, some suggestion of the 
way of salvation for sinners. The 
Bible is not only true historically, 
but this narrative has great spirit- 
ual truth also. 

God had before this opened the 
ground to swallow up some rebels. 
He had sent a plague of leprosy 
on Miriam, Others had died of a 
plague upon eating the feast of 
quails. Nadab and Abihu had been 
Slain with fire from Heaven for 
sacrilege. But for these complain- 
ers, alas, God chose a method that 
pictured a personal devil, the 
poisonous, eternal ruin of Satan, 
and then He pictured a Saviour 
who died in our place, bore our 
sins in His own body, and made 
a way of escape for all who look 
to Him in simple faith. 

The serpents here are a pic- 
ture of Satan. The poison of their 
bite is a picture of sin. The death 
that followed for many pictures 
eternal death which sin brings. 
And the brass snake upon the 
pole pictures Christ to whom 
every poor sinner may look and 
find forgiveness and redemption 


1. The Bible Pictures Satan as 
a Serpent or Snake 

In the Garden of Eden Satan 
appeared as a serpent. That was 
before God put a curse on the 
snake and the serpent was then 
“more subtil J[intelligent) than 
any beast of the field which the 
Lord God had made” (Gen. 3:1). 
Intelligent, beautiful, the serpent 
was chosen of Satan as an instru- 
ment to tempt Adam and Eve. So 
Satan entered into the serpent 
as we learn in Genesis, chapter 3, 
said to Adam and Eve that if 
they sinned, “Ye shall not surely 
die,” »that the forbidden fruit 
would make them wise. So Satan 
through the serpent led Adam 
and Eve to sin, and they fell, and 
the whole human race fell. 


But God put a curse upon the 
snake as a type of the curse upon 
Satan. Now God has pronounced 
a curse on the snake: “Thou are 
cursed above all cattle, and above 
every beast of the field; upon thy 
belly shalt thou go, and dust 
shalt thou eat all the days of thy 
life” (Gen. 3:14). And speaking 
to the snake now, as a type of 
Satan, He said, “And I will put 
enmity between thee and the 
woman, and between they seed 
and her seed; it shall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his 
heel” (Gen. 3:15). Here we have 
the age-long conflict between 
Christ, the seed of the woman, 


and Satan here pictured as a 


serpent. Here is the blessed 
promise that Christ will be virgin 
born, that is, “the seed of the 
woman,” and so become a man, 
and that although Christ would 
be bruised by Satan, Satan himself 
shall be destroyed. 


So we are not surprised in 
Isaiah 65:25 when God speaks 
of the eternal blessing of Israel 
in the new earth (vs. 17) that “the 
wolf and the lamb shall feed to- 
gether, and the lion shall eat straw 
like the bullock: AND DUST 
SHALL BE THE SERPENT’S 
MEAT. They shall not hurt nor 
destroy in all my holy mountain, 
saith the Lord.” And thus God 
says that Satan will be put down 
in utter defeat. 


In Isaiah 27:1 God tells again 


of the utter defeat of Satan. In. 


the preceding chapter, the Lord 
speaks of the resurrection (Isa,

Pharisees were self-righteous re- 
ligionists who did not trust Christ 
as Saviour. The Sadducees were 
unbelievers, liberals who denied 
the miraculous and who were also 
unconverted. And these John the 
Baptist called, “O generation of 
vipers,”’ descendants of vipers, of 
snakes. And he plainly told them 
that they must show evidence of 
repentance. So the generation of 
vipers in this case means children 
of Satan and children of sin. The 
Pharisees were usually not out- 
rageous sinners, but outwardly, at 
least, were moral and upright. Yet 
they are called children of Satan, 
deseendants of the serpent. 


Later Jesus, speaking to un- 
saved Pharisees, said, “O genera- 
tion of vipers, how can ye, being 
evil, speak good things? for out 
of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh” (Matt. 12:34). 
Again Jesus uses the figure that 
unsaved men are descendants of 
the snake, that is, they are 
poisoned with sin. 


Jesus used the same 
in Matthew 23:33, “Ye 
ye generation of vipers, how can 
ye escape the damnation of hell?” 

In John 8:44 Jesus plainly said, 
“Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye 
will do.” And elsewhere uncon- 
verted people are called in the 
Bible “children of wrath,” “the 
children of disobedience,” and ‘the 
children of this world.” 

Here is the sad truth: every 
person in the world is by nature 
poisoned with sin. Everyone has 
inherited a sinful nature. As David 
was inspired to say, “Behold, I 
was shapen in iniquity; and in sin 
did my mother conceive me” (Ps. 
21:5). Every lost person is a child 
of Satan. 

So when the fiery serpents bit 
these sinful Israelites, that was 
a reminder from God that all were 
sinners by nature. All had been 
snake bitten by sin. 

We are not surprised then that, 
speaking of the ruin that the sin 
of drink brings, Proverbs 23:32 
says, “At the last it biteth like 
a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder.” That is another way of 
Saying that “sin, when it is fin- 
ished, bringeth forth death,” 
(Jas. 1:15) and that “the wages 
of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23). Oh, 
Satan has poisoned the whole, 
race. We are a sin-sick people. 

A five-year-old girl in Wheaton 
years ago, when rebuked by her 
mother for hurting her baby broth- 
er, began to sob and said, ‘““Mama, 
I can’t be good! I-try and try 
but I can’t be good!” That surely 
must be the heart cry of every 
sincere person in the world. There 
is a taint, a poison of sin in our 
nature, sO we may say like Paul, 
“For I know that in me (that 
is, in my flesh,) dwelleth no good 
thing” (Rom. 7:18). Oh, the bite 
of the poison serpents, those fiery 
Snakes in the wilderness only re- 
mind us that we too have been 
Snake bit and we too must 
have a remedy!

“And the Lord sent fiery 
pents among the people, and they 
bit the people; and much people 
of Israel died.” Here is judgment. 
But oh, the God of judgment is a 
God of mercy! There is a remedy 
for snake bite! 

The people came to Moses in 
great distress. They said, “We 
have sinned, for we have spoken 
against the Lord, and against 
thee; pr2y unto the Lord, that 
he take away the serpents from 
us. And Moses prayed for the 
people.” 

Now, since there is honest con- 
fession of sin, honest penitence, 
now that the people see the ruin 
their sin has brought, and have 
begged for mercy, God can give

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mercy. And so to the story ot 
the serpents’ poison and death is 
added the story of healing and 
forgiveness. For when Moses 
prayed for the people, the Lord 
said. unto Moses, “Make thee a 
fiery serpent, and set it upon a 
pole: and it shall come to pass, 
that every one that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall live. 
And Moses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole, and 
it came to pass, that if a serpent 
had bitten any man, when he be- 
held the serpent of brass, he 
liv 


1. That Brass Snake Is the 
Dear Lord Jesus 


One could guess now, the spir- 
itual mind could surely see the 
object lesson, the parable and 
drama in life here presented. But 
we do not have to guess, we do 
not need to discern the meaning 
of that brass nailed upon a pole. 
We simply listen to the Lord Je- 
sus as He talked to Nicodemus, a 
ruler of the Jews. 


It is on a housetop at night, 
when Jesus explains it to a ruler 
of the Jews: “Nicodemus, do you 
remember the story of the sins of 
Israel and the fiery serpents, and 
the snake of brass upon a pole 
which Moses lifted up for all to 
see who needed healing? Well,” 
Jesus said, “As Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of man be lifted 
up: That whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
eternal life” (John 3:14, 15). And 
then comes that matchless and 
eternally moving message that 
God loves this wicked world and 
gave His Son so that all who would 
might believe and be saved! 

So when Moses lifted up the 
brasen serpent on a pole it pic- 
tured the Lord Jesus Christ beimg 
lifted up on the cross on Geol 
gotha’s Hill. And that sick, 
poisoned, dying mass of people 
there, snake bitten, pictures all 
the sin-bitten people, all the chil- 
dren of Satan, the generation of 
vipers, lost men, women, children, 
and young people everywhere who 
need forgiveness and salvation and 
a new heart! The snake on the 
pole is Jesus! 

But here is a great paradox, a 
seeming contradiction. Jesus is 
pure and innocent and good. I 
can understand how the white 
Ppigeon might picture the sinless 
Jesus. I can understand how the 
male lamb of the first year, with- 
out a blemish, might picture Je- 
sus. Jesus is the only person ear 
bern of woman who could Say, 
“Ye are from beneath; I am from 
above: Ye are of this world; I 
am not of this world” (John 8:23). 
Jesus is the only person who ever 
lived who could face all His ac- 
cusers, all His enemies and chal- 
lenge them, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin?” (John 8:46). 
Oh, the blameless and perfect 
Jesus! Oh, thou fairest of ten 
thousand whose life upon earth 
was still “in the bosom of the 
Father,” whose walk and whose 
talk and whose thoughts and 
whose imagination and whose in- 
stincts were blameless and un- 
tainted and without reproach! But 
to have Him, the holy Jesus pie- 
tured by a serpent, a snake! 

We know that Satan is called

possessed of devils, who cast out 
devils by Beelzebub. What did the 
populace, the people see? They 
saw another criminal, a false 
prophet, a blasphemer who de- 
served death. 


And what did God see as He 
looked down and saw His Son 
on the cross? I think God saw 
all the sins of the world piled on 
one person, concentrated in one 
sinner. 

The shocking story it told in 
Ii Corinthians 5:21, “For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” 

As far as the record is con- 
cerned, officially Jesus became a 
sinner. He did not become a sin- 
ner by sinning. He never sinned. 
But he was counted a sinner for 
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my sake. And so it came to pass 
according to the Gospel that 
“Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3).

is to be vindicated, God must turn 
away from His Son, for now on 
a cross the beloved Son pictures 
all that is evil and sinful, all that 
is condemned. So with Jesus on 
the cross the sun quit shining 
and it became dark for three 
hours. God the Father turned His 


| face away and Jesus was forsaken. 


He cried out, “My God, my God 
(not my Father—for now Jesus 
represents an alien sinner of whom 
God is not the Father|, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” (Matt. 27:46). 
Jesus knew why the Father for- 
sook Him. It was inspired and 
written down long ago in Psalm 
22:1. But that rhetorical question 
is meant to tell us that Jesus 
knew all along that the Father 
must turn His back upon the 
Son and let Jesus die as the sinner 
of all sinners, so that the rest of 
us might be free. 

The brass from which Moses 
made that snake is the metal of 
judgment like the big brass altar 
out in front of the tabernacle, the 
altar where beasts were slain and 
sacrificed. The pole on which that 
brazen snake is nailed is the cross 
where Jesus was lifted up to die, 
for “as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even s0 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever believeth 
should not perish, but have eter- 
nal life’ (John 3:14, 15). 


2. If Jesus Be Counted a Sin- 
ner, Then I Can Be Counted 
Righteous! 


Here we enter into the holy of 
holies of the Gospel. Jesus died 
that I might not die. If “He was 
wounded for our transgressions,”’ 
then we do not need to be wound- 
ed for the same transgressions if 
we trust in Him. If “He was 
bruised for our iniquities,”’ then 
the debt is paid and sin is punish- 
ed. If “the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him,” then the 
peace that follows chastising is 
already ours. And so “with his 
stripes we are healed.” If as Isaiah 
93:6 says, “The Lord hath laid 


‘whose sins 
in him | 


shall my righteous servant justify 
many; for he shall bear their 
iniquities” (Isa. 53:11). Jesus has 
borne all my iniquities so I can 
look to Him and be justified! That 
is the plain meaning of the brasen 
snake on the pole. Jesus is counted 
a sinner that I might be counted 
righteous. Jesus was counted an 
alien and for a bit on the cross 
could not call God Father, that 
I might be counted a son_and my 
heart might properly cry out, 
“Abba, Father.” How sweetly then 
this wonderful salvation of grace 
is described in Romans 4:5-8: 
“But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justifi- 
eth-the ungodly, his faith is count- 
ed for righteousness. Even as 
David also describeth the blessed- 
ness of the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness without 
works, Saying, Blessed are they 
whose iniquities are forgiven, and 
are covered. Blessed 


is the man to whom the Lord will | 


not impute sin.” 
God imputed sin to Jesus who 


did no sin, so God can impute 
righteousness without works to 
me a sinner. 


So then we see God's plan of 
salvation, “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 


had not. “If a serpent had bitten 
any man,” any man at all or 
woman or child, any of mankind 
present, “when he beheld the ser- 
pent of brass, he lived.” 


A girl of ten, in the fourth or 
fifth grade in school, came for- 
ward in one of my evangelistic 
services, weeping and wanting to 
be saved. But her mother sat down 
blithely beside her, and when I 
began to talk to her child the 
mother said, “Oh, she is a good 
girl. She never does anything 
wrong.”’ 

And I had to tell that mother, 
as God plainly tells us all through 
the Bible, that “there is no dif- 
ference: For all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God’ 
(Rom. 3:22, 23). That ten-year- 
old girl knew that she was a sin- 
ner. When her mother and father 
interrupted and felt that I might 


“overpersuade her,” she sobbed 
and insisted that she must be 
saved now. At long last I was 


‘able to persuade that father and 


the mother to stop their foolish 


efforts to justify the child and 
let her trust the Lord Jesus, and 
‘then the bright little girl had

Had But to Look and Live! 


This dramatic story has the 
simplest, most matter-of-fact end- 
ing. “ . And it came to pass, 
that if a serpent had bitten any 
man, when he beheld the serpent 
of brass, he lived” (Num. 21:9). 


That is all the story. There are 
no ifs. There are no other con- 
ditions. There was no time ele- 


ment, no waiting, no pleading, no 
deserving. And what a_ blessed 
picture that is of God’s simple 
plan of salvation by looking to 
Jesus! 


1. And Salvation Is Available 
to All Alike 


It is blessed that God did not 
give Moses two or three or a 
dozen different ways for people 
who were dying of the venom of 
the snakes to get healing. He 
did not say that this remedy was 
for the old or for the young, for 
those just bitten or for those about 
dead. He did not say that the 
remedy was for those who had 
lived a good life or for those whe

hate and murder. I have called 
infidels “infidels,” though they 
might claim to be preachers. I 
have warned that “the wages of 
(Rom. 6:23). I have 
preached with holy concern that 


“it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judg- 
ment” (Heb. 9:27). I have 


preached on Hell, patterning my 
preaching after the preaching of 
Jesus Christ Himself. Some men 
have been angry and some have 
trembled. Some have hated me 
but, thank God, many have re- 


pented! Oh, more than one mur- ° 


derer has found peace and for- 
giveness as I held up the Saviour 
for him to look and live. The 
drunkard, the harlot, the convict, 
the infidel, the modernist have 
been saved. I do not know how 
many hundreds of drunkards have 
come to Christ in my ministry. 
And to every one, thank God, I 
could say that the price paid is 
enough, the same plan is for you. 
Those who look to Christ in simple 
faith are saved. One Saviour is 
available alike to all.

Magdalene and cast out seven

2. Ged Has No Other Remedy 

Oh, we need to preach it again, 
even as Peter stood up at 
Jerusalem and preached it in Acts 
4:12, “Neither is there salvation

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in any other: for there is none 
other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved.” The rites of the church 
can do nothing to make a black 
heart white. The one who has 
been baptized in infancy and con- 
firmed when he was twelve or in 
his teens must come to put his 
trust in Jesus Christ just like 
a heathen who never saw a church 
building. The delicate woman, 
tenderly reared, outwardly moral 
and unselfish, devoted to her fami- 
ly, must still come the one and on- 
ly way by faith in Jesus Christ as 
the only Saviour. 

Talk to me not about your bap- 
tism! To make a black heart white 
takes not water but blood, the 
blood of Jesus Christ! Baptism 
as an object lesson, a symbol after 
one is saved, is well and good. 
Baptism of a poor, unregenerate 
sinner is mockery and blasphemy 
and cannot please God nor change 
the heart nor save a soul. 


There is no name but Jesus, 
There is no name but Jesus, 

By which a poor, lost sinner may be saved. 
No other name is given 

In all of earth or Heaven, 
By which a poor, lost sinner can be saved. 


Oh, preachers everywhere 
preach it! May every Sunday 
School teacher make it so plain 
that none can doubt it, and so 
fearfully solemn that none can 
forget it; to look to Jesus and 
trust in Him is the only way God 
has of saving sinners. There is 
no other way. 


3. Blessed Simplicity: Nothing 
to Do But to Look! 

It is amazing how this simple 
object lesson and illustration pic- 
tures the way of salvation. The 
poor snake-bitten sinners had only 
to look; that is all! 

That-simplicity of looking to 
Jesus is told again and again, with 
varying words, in the Bible. 

Jesus said, “All that the Father 
giveth me shall come to me; and 


him that cometh to me I will in 
no wise cast out” (John 6:37). 
So, just to come to Jesus in the 
heart can mean salvation. He 


never turns one down. 

A poor, distressed woman who 
had depended on her feelings and 
so did not have the scriptural as- 
surance of salvation said to me, 
“I intended to come, I wanted to 
come, but I am not sure that I 
did come.” 

“Oh,” I answered, “It is the 
‘want to’ part that God is talking 
about. If ever in your heart you 
honestly wanted to come, decided 
to come, then you did come. God 
is not talking about feet walking 
down an aisle; He is talking about 
a heart turning to Jesus.” 

“Well,” she said, “Then I came, 
but I am afraid I didn’t come 
right.” 

3ut I asked her to look at the 
verse again with me. “But Jesus 
said nothing about coming right 


or wrong. He said, ‘Him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.’ If you came in your 
heart, you came right. If you 
honestly wanted Jesus to save you 
and asked Him to do it, or in 
anywise committed yourself to 


Him for salvation, then He saved 
you, for He never turns down one 
who comes to Him.” 

They looked to the snake on 
the pole and looking were healed 
or made well. They looked and 
were forgiven and that is pictured, 
I think, by the simplicity of that 
statement the dear Lord made 
first in Joel 2:32, and then quoted 
in Acts 2:21, and again in Romans 
10:13, “For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved.” Better read that again. 
It is better than you think. How 
simple, how positive! “Whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.” And in 
Romans 10:13 that promise is pre- 
ceded by the statement, “For there 
is no difference between the Jew 
and the Greek: for the same Lord 
over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him.” 

Anyone who honestly admits his 
sin and asks the Lord for salva- 
tion gets it. 

The simplicity of looking to Je- 
in the heart is intended, I 
think, in that simple statement of 
James 4:8, “Draw nigh to God, 
and he will draw nigh to you.” God 
is not far away. If you seek Him, 
you will find Him. Salvation is 


yours for the asking if your heart 
honestly wants salvation from sin, 
forgiveness and cleansing. 

I do not wonder that in Isaiah 
45 God cries out to sinners, “Look 
unto me, and be ye saved, all the 
ends of the earth ...” (vs. 22). 

But I think the simpliest and 
most fitting word of all the Bible 
terms about how to be saved is 
the one we read in John 3:16. It 
is simply to believe, that is, to 
trust. Those who were snake bit- 
ten and looked to the brasen snake 
shining in the sun on that pole 
set up in the midst of the camp— 
they believed. They may have been 
in desperation. They may have 
had doubts and fears. But they 
surely believed that God wanted 
to heal them, that God’s way at 
least might work, and so they 
looked. There was some faith and 
it was saving faith if they looked! 


So in John 1:12 we are told that 
“as many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe 
on his name.” Just to receive Je- 
sus, or in other words to believe 
Him, depend upon Him, rely upon 
Him! 

And that word believe is one 
Jesus used with Nicodemus: “And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: That 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have eternal life.” 
And then in that classic and 
beautiful verse John 3:16 tells us, 
“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.”” Oh, the moment one 
commits himself to Jesus, 


trusts in Jesus, relies upon 
Jesus, depends upon Jesus, 
or, in this simple word, believes in 
Jesus as Saviour, that moment 
he is safe from perishing and has 
everlasting life. 


And in John 3:18 Jesus said, 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned.” In John 3:36 we are 
told, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life.” So the 
moment you put your trust in 
Jesus and rely on Him for for- 
giveness and salvation, that mo- 


ment you have it! Praise the 
Lord! 
I imagine that among the 


Israelites a man goes to stake his 
cow out in the grass; and as he 
drives down the stake at the end 
of the rope so the cow may graze, 
there is a slithering movement in 
the grass, a sharp pain in his 
ankle, and then he sees the fiery 
snake wriggling away in the 
weeds. 

The pain sharply reminds him 
of all the horrible agonies he has 
seen of men dying about him that 
day, men who were snake bitten. 
He hobbles back to the tent and, 
gasping in fear, in pain, and with 
his heart already all a flutter, 
and the poison beginning its dead- 
ly work, he gasps to his wife, “I 
am bitten! It was one of those 
deadly snakes! I saw it as it got 
away!” 

I can imagine that the wife 
helps him lie. down on a goatskin 
pallet. They think of all the futile 
remedies for snake bite. None of 
them have seemed to do any good 
with all the _dying neighbors. 
What will they do? Just then, I 
imagine the son comes rushing 
into the tent. “Hey, Pop!” his 


voice rings out. 

But his father says, “Hush, son, 
I have been snake bit. Don’t 
bother me. I am about to die.” 

“But, Pop,” the boy says, 
“Listen!” 

They try to shut him up but 
he gets their attention and says, 
“I saw it. It is shining there in 
the sun. It is a big brass snake 
on a pole, God told Moses to set 
it up. Already people are looking 
and the moment they look, Pop, 
they get well!” 


The dying man can hardly be- 
lieve it. But they persuade him, 
and with one arm around mother’s 
shoulders and one on the slender 
shoulders of the lad, he hobbles 
out in front of the tent. He looks 
eagerly, fearfully. Yes! There it 
is. He sees the gleam of it. He 
looks. Why already the pain is 
gone! His heart beats regularly 
again. The swollen leg is restored 
instantly to normal. What healing! 
What deliverance from ~death! 
Yes, and what salvation from ‘sin! 

So anyone today who reads this 
message may, in an instant, look 
to Jesus in your heart. In this 
moment you may ask Jesus to 
save you and trust Him to do 
it, believe it and have it! It is 
“look and live.” 

If you are willing to admit that 
you are a poor, lost sinner and 
trust Christ for salvation today, 
do it this moment. Make sure! 
Then sign the decision form be- 
low, copy it in a letter and mail 
it to me today. Oh, dear friend, 
take Jesus now, trust Him, give 
Him your heart and then sign 
your name, copy and mail thé 
letter today.
